Big Crowd Sees Texes-Bred Bb>rses Firlrt It Out 
in Principal Eace of Day at 
Mexican Course. 



El Paso, Tex., Decemf)er 7. — Bright, warm weather 
helped to draw out a big Sunday crowd at Juarez 
tutiu.v to witness the running of the two handicaps 
that were cardetl. Some of the l>est two-year-olds 
ut the track i-onipete<l in the Hidalgo Handicap, 
tire and one-half furlongs. Ktaierald Gem, which 
racetl with marked success in Canada and Kentucky, 
was Installed favorite, bttt onfortunately at the 
start she broke sideways, which destroyed all 
chanee she may have had. Blarney, which won, 
was one of the best two-year-oids here last winter. 
Edith \V. litiishetl second and Bird Man accounted for 
the short end of the purse. 

Vesttsl Bights redttced the track record for seven 
furlongs to 1:24 in winning the Guadalonpe Handi- 
cap. The former record was 1:24%. Foundation, 
from the stable of .letlerson Livingston, made his 
initial jippearance on the Juarez course in this race 
and tinlshed unplaced. Injury and Dorothy Dean. 
Texas-bretl horses belonging to J. W. Fuller, rnied 
first choices. Vested Bights was quoted at lU to 1 , 
and got to the frtiut at the finish after beiiifr tem- 
istrarily outruit in the middle part of the race by 
' Ihjrothy Dean, the stable <-oin|ianion of Injury. 
Foundation was backed heavily on tlie report that he 
had worketl a fast thfee-quarters. He had a bad 
position on the rail while going down the back- 
stretch. lieing forcetl to fall Itack and the ground he 
lost was too much for him to make up. 

Jockeys Taplin and Ford each piloted two winners 
during the afternoon. 

George Miller, owner and trainer, is the latest 
arrival from San Francisco. 

Ftank Gratfort came from Vancouver, B. C. 
Two horses whi<di he shipped in advance of his 
departure fntin that piace are expected tomorrow. 

Jockey W. W. Taylor was suspended by the 
, stewards at Juarez Saturday for interfering with 
Maiiasseh during the running of the fourth race. 



TEN POINT’S CONSISTENT AND HIGH-CLASS RACING IN THIS 
YEAR’S CAMPAIGN 



Ten Point is a great colt. There la no way of reaching any different coBclnsion. Had it been so that 
he could have met Bock View, Cock o’ the Walk, Horron, Buskin, Gowell and Flying Fairy in a race at 
stake weight for three-year-olds, the weight of popular opinion would certainly have made him the favorite. 
Vet he was, in some respects, a bard-luck horse, a signal illustration of this being that he was beaten in 
the Kentucky Derby by the comparatively inferior colt, Donerall. If the latter had subsequently repro- 
dnced his Kentucky Derby form in his racing it might have reasonably been conclndetl that he was leglti- 
iiuitely the Derby winner by, virtue of being as good as Ten Point, if not slightly his superior. But Be did 
not do so and the result of the Kentucky Derby can be set down as one of those flukes that crop up now 
and then to |)crplex students of racing form. Of course there is no overlooking the excellence of Donerall 
that day. He carried the same weight and, coming from behind, bent Ten Point a half length in the fastest 
Kentucky Derby ever rim at its present distance. But while Ten Point went on to great feats in raciaa, 
IHmerail was so frequently beaten as to make it a cause for special wonder that he could ever h.ave tn- 
iimphed over the eastern crack at even weights. 

in his career this year Ten Point was usually in competition with the best, not only of his own age, 
but of the older horses as well. His last rae« of the year was a plain definition of his superior class. This 
was in the Wasliiuglon ilandiea)i at l.aurel. in which he was given the crmsher of 128 pounds to 112 <hi 
l.aliore, 104 on Donald .Macdonald, 10 T> on tl. M. Miller, 95- on Barnegat, 101 on Tartar, 102 on Locliiel, 108 
on ,\ll Gold and 9."> on Flamina. Yet In this excellent gompany he was only beaten u head and a half 
length by laihore and Ikniuld Macdimald over a slow track, the state of the going adding to the severity of 
Ids task. By the eastern scale of weight for age lie was giving 24 pounds to Lahore and 36 pounds to 
Donald .Macdonald, which was asking him a diflleiilt question that he barely failed to answer triumpbautly. 
1 wo weeks previously, in the Baltimore Handieap, at a mile and a sixteenth, he carried 127 pounds and 
defeated Barnegat, 97, and Donald .MacdonaW. 107. At Saratoga, in the Saranac Handicap for three-year- 
idds, Bock View was given 130 pounds to 124 on Ten Point. Whether these Imposts were correctly based 
or not could not be told fi-om the race Itself, for while Ten Point was In front from start to finish and run 
:iip mile in 1::19, Bock View was so knocked about at the start that he almost fell and really hardly had a 
■lianee and finished next to last. The other starters and their weights were Night Stick, 100; Leochares, 

I Hi. and Flying Fairy. 112. the latter fast filly being also Interfennl with and finishing last. A few days 

previous Ten Point took up 122 poimris in an overnight handicap ut a mile and ran second to Reybourn. 

'I Ids six-yenr-old was then In great form, bud up ouly 92 pounds and led all the way, but Ten Point forced 
him to run the mile In 1 :.'17 Jf-, to win. Night Stlek, carrying lO.'i pounds, was third in this race, which took 
idace" August 12. Four days previous, at three-quarters and carrying 118 pounds, he defeated Besom, 113; 
rr.sumption, lOo; Hedge, 111, and Sir John Johnson, 117, in 1:12%. 

.til of these late in the sea.son races of Ten Point show him in the light of a remarkable weight car- 
rier of great si>eed at all distances and a horse of dauntless courage. He possesses all the qualities that go 
to make' the great handieap horse and when the weights assigned those nominated to next year’s Metropoli- 
tan. Brooklyn and Suburban haiulleaps are pnblislied it will be of interest to note whether Mr. Vosburgh is 
still of the ojdnlon that Bock View should be .asked to concede him six pounds, as he was in the case of 
the Saranac Ilandicap last August, it will iiroliably lie found that they will be assigned about the same 
i.npost and that the.v will bt* the topwelght lii'rses in those great events of the turf. That same Book 
View is a I'orking good racer himself. « 

Ten Point’s earlier achievements have been published at length in a former edition of Daily Racing

■RACING ETIQUETTE IN ENGLAND. 

Tlie novice in the world of racing often finds him- 
self ”up against” all kinds of little i>oinls of eti- 
nuette rendered customary b.v long usage, but not 
generally known outside tlie regular devotees of the 

instance, the equine patricians who have 
passed the iHist first in "classic” races are alwa.vs. 
on being letl back to the paddock, treated by the 
onlookers with a mark of courtesy geuerall.v ren 
dered to reigning sovereigns, i. e., a general doffing 
<>f bats TIh* man fails to bow solemnly to tue 

Derby winner after tlie race gives himself away at 
once as uuversed in raeiiig etiquette. 

Exceiit at Ascot, where lliere is a state procession, 
it is an unwritten law tliat no notice shall be taken 
of royalty at race meetings. Tlie king or any other 
member of the royal family on the course is treated 
Just as an ordinary coiiiuioner. In fact, you would 
often see the late King Edward in the paddock, say 
I t Epsom, taking ids chance with a whole crush of 
minor notabilities of tlie racing and social world In 
tlieir anxiety to view the liorses as tliey were being 
led out 'niis oiisi'rvance of tlie ro.val Incognito, in- 
deed is said to have bi-ett originated by bis late 
majesty, when I’riiice of Wales, for his devotion to 
the syort of racing was sueii that lie openly ad- 
mitted his intolerance, while indulging in it, of tire- 
some ceremoiiy. „ 

in the ease of the Derliy, the Oaks, tlie One Thous- 
and and Two 'I'liousand Gnlneas, the St. Leger, the 
.Manchester Cup, the Liverpool Cup. the -Asi-ot Gold 
ftip. the AsiS)t Vase, the (liester Cup. tlte Jubilee 
Handicap, the Lincoln Handieap and the Goodwood 
Cup, the winner is alwa.vs “led in” by the owner, 
if he is unavoidably absent this duty must be per- 
fi.rnied by a relative of his, or a personal friend 
deputed by blm. „ , . , . j 

Although Jockeys are allowed assistance in sad 
dling, etc., liefore a race, they must not receive it 
in unsaddling before entering the weighing room to 
bi* weighed in after the event. I'hey must them- 
selves take off the saddle and carry it, with bridle, 
etc., into tlie welgUiitg room. * 

'i’liere is perliaris more actual etiquette in the mat 
ter of training titan in any other department of rac 
iiig. For example, supixise you are the guest of an 
owner or trainer, to watch ids horses at exercise. It 
is usual for a trainer to ride on the near side of his 
string, so that, in meeting or passing one, you should 
pull to the near side of the trainer: that is to say, 
voti should invariably avoid finding yourself between 
hint and the horses under ills charge. 

In witnessing a gallop, an invited guest stands — or. 
If he is riding, relms his mount up — behind the 
trainer, wiio is generally Judging; or if, as some- 
times happens, the latter is riding the last part of 
the trial with tlie horses engaged to see how they 
go, the guest must station himself behind whoever 
is acting as Judge. 

It Is considereil an act of great rudeness to ask 
the respective weights of the horses in a trial. 
These, by the wa.v, are generally told. In confidence, 
to invited witnesses, but If they are for any reason 
withheld it is looked upon as decidedly tactless — to 
put it very mildly — to make an inquiry. 

Al^Iute punctuality is one of the greatest rules 
when invited to go over stablos or to witness a trial. 
On receipt of such an invitation, ask the time and 
the place, and be curefiil to be there on the tick of 
the clock. Nothing puts the trainer or his head lad. 
i.ot to mention the otlier lads, into such a justifiable 
ill-linnior as having valuable horses kept waiting 
.itKint, iiossihly in the cold, or In a drizzling shower, 
for. say, 1 <> or 20 minutes, b.v an unpunctual guest. 

By the way, it is Just as bad a breach of racing 
etiquette to lie loo early for a trial as to be behind 
lime. Tlte reason is that there may be another prl- 
late trial Just before the one which the guest is to 
witness. — I>inttou Answers.

Anthony L. .\ste, danmouly called “Tony” b.v his New York friends and acquaintances, did not attain 
ns great a measure of success this year with his sterling colt. Ten Point, as he had good reason to exiiect, 
but be lias at least the satisfaction of kifowlng bo owns a smashing gooil three-year-old that is not far 
Irora being about the liest horse in this country totlay. Owning a gootl horse is no novelty to him. for quite 
a while back he owned, among others, tlie crack colt. Nasturtium, and sold him to William C. Whitney for 
a sum sufficient to r»>nder the ordinary person comfortable for life. Phyllis Antoinette and Goldy raced 
ictefiilly for Aste and, whatever his disappointments may have lieen, lie can point to stable earnings that 
constitute quite an advance over the 8-^,000 won for him by bis horses in 1912. His record for 1913 Is:

.Some Interesting items of news are to be gleaned 
IS lar as closiuga for future events are coneerneU 
from tlie lust issue of tlie “Racing Calendar” in 
its weekly sheet form. 'I’he first 'I'uesday in Novem- 
iH-r is always a heavy nomination day, and it augurs 
well for tlie coutliined prosperity of the turf that 
all the stakes advertised have received full average 
patronage. Thus, as regards Newmarket meetings 
next year, we find eighty-seven for the Granby 
Plate of 2(X) sovereigns at the Craven, and seventy- 
Sve entries for tlie First Spring Two-Year-Old 
Stakes. Sixty-four liave boeu secured for the Exeter 
Stakes at the First July, and for the Dullingbam 
Stakes at tlte Second Summer meeting there are 
forty-seven subserlbers, including front rankers 
among this season's Juveniles in Coreyra and Kenny- 
more, wliieli will thus be afforded an early oppor- 
tunity of a dress rehearsal for their classic lia- 
liilities, and if ttiey have any pretensions to such 
distinction they ongbt surely to beat the older horsi*s 
engaged, the most prominent of which appear to be 
Aleppo, Thistletoii, St. Meriadoc and Great Sport. 
Later we finil sevi-nty two-year -olds in the Hopeful 
Stakes at the First October meeting, and at the 
Second one hundred and eight for the Cheveley Park 
Stakes, seventy-six for the Preudergast Stakes, and 
one hundred and tweut.v for the Middle Park Plate. 
At the Houghton celebration the Moulton Stakes 
boasts elghty-one and the Dewhurst Park Plate 
elglity-six entries, and most satisfactory feature 
of all is the fact that with the single exception of 
the Dulliugliam Plate his majesty is a nominator 
in every instance, having six in the Middle Park 
Plate and four in the Dewhurst Plate. The hope of 
ail good siairtsnieii assuredly is that among the 
yearlings will be found some of the high-class of 
Persimmon and Diamond Jubilee, which accomplished 
so much under the royal purple and scarlet for the 
late King Edward, and in such case we might rea- 
sonably indulge the further hope that her Majest.v 
Qui*eii Mary might lie tempted to repeat the visit to 
Newmarket, which added so greatly to the delight 
and enjoyment of the public on the occasion of the 
last Cambridgeshire day. There is a splendid show 
of entries also, each for the Two and One Thousand 
Guineas, 1915 — and again we find King George at 
the bead of the list, with Markie, Sammaroo, Friar 
Marcus, Jungle Cock, Border Dim and Markbope 
in tlie one, and Aiglette and Vervalne in the other. 

It is the iiatiiral ambition of every owner of posi- 
tion to win at Ascot, aud failing that happy Issui*, 
to see ills colors siwrteil on the Royal Heath. Need- 
less, therefore, to add that the varlons races ju^ 
closed have done extremely well. Here, too. win 
be noticed a tiew departure which has long been ad- 
vocateil, for the confusing numerals have been aban- 
doned in favor of distinctive names for the Bien- 
nials, and we find first the Bessborough and Water- 
ford Biennial, to be riiji in 1914, two-year-olds, as 
the Bessborough Stakes and in 1915 as the Waterforii 
Stakes, with 149 entries, and again the Granville 
and Ribiile&iiale Biennials, with eighty subscribers to 
run as three-year-olds next season under the first, 
and as fours in tlie year following under the second 
title. 'This is decidedly a step in the right direc- 
tion and will he much and generally appreciateiL 
One hundred and twenty subscribers are lu evidence 
for the New Stakes, which is more than satisfac- 
tory, seeing that for some years past it has bad to 
compete with the Coventry Stakes, and both may 
be Included among the most Important Juvenile 
events of the season. Going further ahead we flntl 
63 entered for the Prince of Wales Stakes, tWo 
less for the Ascot Derby and but one short of a hun 
dred for the Hardwicke Stakes Jn 1915. Notable 
names associated with the race last mentioned are 
Coreyra. Kennymore and 'The Tetrarch, from which 
it inay reasonably be inferred that the detrimental 
reports for some time past in connection with Mr. 
McCalniont’s flyer may have been exaggerated, but, 
for all that, the curiously marked son of Roi Herotle 
and Vabren. though still unbeaten, is easy to back 
for the Derby at doirttle the odds which were accept- 
ed prior to his mishap immediately preceding the 
Imperial Produce Stakes at Kempton Park, for which 
It was Intemled be should have run. It may or may 
not be significant that Stornoway has not been en- 
tereil for the Hardwicke, but he is one of 35 nomi- 
nated next year for the King George Stakes, a three- 
year-old sprint, at Goodwood, In which also figure 
such siieeilv young horses as The Tetrarch, Torch- 
light. Flying Orb. Aldford and Coreyra. to say noth- 
ing of tlieir seniors. Hornet's Beauty, Light Brigade. 
Cigar. Harmonlcon and .Maiden Erlegh. Sixty-seven 
have subsiTliied to the I,avant Stakes and t55 to thi* 
Molecomb Stakes, while for 1915 the 12 subscribers 
of 200 sovereigns eaeli to the Prince of Wales’ 
Stakes embrace His Majesty, Lord Derby, Mr. Talrie, 
Mr. E. Ilulton, Mr. Arthur James, Mr. J. B. Joel. 
Mr s’. B. Joel, Lord Rosebery. Mr. Leopold de 
RotbseblUl. Mr. James de Rotbsebild, Coloaei W. 
Hall Walker and the Dnke of Westminster — an im- 
' posing array, dt must be conceded. The Nassau 
Stakes, for three-yegr-olil fillies, also makes a fine 
show with 91 entries. — ’‘Vigilant” in Lonikm Sports- 
man of November 20. 



RECORD OF A SMALL BUT SELECT EASTERN STABLE 



Capt. E. B. Cassatt is a man of great wealth who annually races a limited number of horses of his own 
breeding and probably acliieves as great a measure of success as he cares to. His father before him raced 
on a more extensive scale and in his time owned some great racers, that grand horse, 'The Bard, being one 
of them and being a tip topper in every respect. In his fleet filly. Flying Fairy, Capt. Cassatt owns a three- 
year-old challenging comparison with Gowell or any of the other best fillies of 1913. one that could not 
wily run fast, but stay gulluntl.v as well. Spring Board is another that raced well for him and is a rough 
and ready customer, always to be <le|K*nded upon to give a gowl account of himself at sprinting distances 
against any quality of opposition. His two-year-olds. Hiitniliatloii and S|iearliead. while not able to race 
succe.ssfnlly against the best of their age, yet ran well anti are promising voung horses. Ills creditable 
stable showing for 1913 was:

FAMOUS EHGLIBK RACE COURSES. 

As the classic events of the English racing sea- 
son, the Derby, St. Leger and Oaks, always create 
considor.ible Interest In lovers of tbe thoroughbred 
In all parts of the world, it will not be amlBs to 
sa.v a tew words conwrnlug the courses over which 
these historie races are run. Not the least inter- 
esting feature of these courses Is their age. Rac- 
lug was held at Epsom as far back as 1(>4.5, but it 
did not Hssiinie a permanent eUaravter until the 
first 0,Tby lu 1789. The famous Newmarket cotirso 
Is over two hundred .veais old, while the Ascot races 
nw" their origiir to Queen .Anne In 1711. The A'ork 

(i4iU Dohc*eter ujt^’tings pre over ope hundred and 



fifty years old, while that at Goodwood is over one 
hundn-d years oW. 

The three Thames valley courses — Hurst Park, 
Kemptnn Park and Saudowii Park — are all modern 
courses, established In the last thirty-fire years. 
It was on the last-named cours,'. however, that the 
first race for $.50,000 stakes U>ok place. Twenty- 
three years ago the managers of Sandown Park 
startled the racing world by instituting the Eclipse 
iNlukes. nominally worth this amount — first won by 
that famous horse, Bendigo — and the success, of 
the vent\ire was siieli that the Jm-key Club ulti- 
mately established two $.50,000 races at Ncoviiiar- 
ket, vir,., the Prince of Wales Stakes and the .Toekey 
Club Stakes. Needless to say. the races for these 
enormous stakes attract the best horses of each 
year, and it is on rt-oord that In 1893 two winners 
of the Derby, two winners of the St. Leger, two 
winners of the Two Thousand Guineas and a win- 
ner of the Ascot Cup ran on the Sandown Park 
coupe for the Eclipse Stakes. 

Newmarket, tlie “racing capital of England,’’ 
possesses no fewer than ten courses, the longest 
being four and one-quarter miles In circuit. Here 
the Jockey Club has its chief seat, where over 1,000 
horses will often be found in training on the heath. 
Altogether there are nearly fifty training estab- 
lishments at Newmarket and a large army of em- 
ployes are constantly at work during the racing 
season, keeping the courses and galloping grounds 
In order. 

The cost of this Labor is mostly met by the fee 
charged by the Jockey Clnb on each horse trained 
on the heath. For horses in training an annual 
charge of $35 Is made, while a fee of $15 is levied 
on yearlings taking their fifst lessons. Altogether 
between $(50,000 and $75,000 Is derived from these 
sources eveo' year. Although somewhat expensive, 
most owners like to train their hors<‘s at Newmar- 
ket, for then the horses need not l>e taken away 
to run. There are seven annual meetings to choose 
from and prises like the Two Thousand and Cesare- 
wltch to win, and, in addition, the course can be 
chosen which will most llkel.v suit the horse. For, 
while some animals can run equally well on any 
course, there are others which never do themselves 
Justice except on a course the.v like. Coosequontly 
there is often a great deal to ge gained by prop- 
erly “placing’’ a horse. It is at Newmarket where 
King George’s race horses are trained by “Dick’’ 
-Alaish, as the famous trainer is known on the turf; 
while not far from the town is a beautiful estate 
owned by itanny Maher, famous American Jockey, 
and probably the richest professional ridet in the 
world. 

How many !>€siple are aware that had it not l)cen 
for the generosity <ft Ix)rd George Bentninck some 
sixty years ago the Derby at Epsom might have 
been crossed off the racing calendar V In 1829-.30, 
$100,090 was spent on the erection of the grand- 
stand. which accomuuHlales 7, .500 spectators. The 
maintenance of the Epsom suinnier meeting, how- 
ever, cost more than the revenue from tfie stables, 
etc., and the consequence was that the clerk of the 
course went to I.oril George Beutniiick and explaiuod 
that unless more money was forthcoming, this meet- 
ing would probably come to an cud. Lord George 
lent the clerk $‘25,000, which the latter used to such 
good purjwses that the Epsom summer meeting took 
a new lease of life and the clerk and Ids family 
made their fortunes. 

For many years afterward the original $1(X» shares 
in the Epsom Grandstand C'oiniiauy realized large 
sums In the market, lu 1884 they brought $4(H(. 
although they dropped some $100 after that. This 
was owing to a falling off in the entries for the 
Derh.v and Oaks, however, and a gn'at fillip was 
given to the popidarity of Ei)som when, in 18!K). 
it was announced that in future the Derby would 
be worth a guaranteed iniulimim of $25,(MiO. Its 
guaranteed value was then made $:52,500, at whieh 
It now stands. 

There are several courses at Epsom, hut the chief 
of them all is the Dertiy course of one and one- 
half miles. This course contains the steepest hill — 
leading down to Tattenhain Corner— to be found on 
any important course in the kingdom. In addition, 
the first half mile of the track is on the ascent. As 
a matter of fact, the Derby course offers the great- 
est test of merit to race horses, and that is why 
the best horse nearly always wins. 

It has often happened that the winner of the 
Derby has also carried off the Ascot Gold Cup, the 
■#alue of which of late years has been between 
$13,000 and $20,000. The .Ascot coarse is circular, 
nearly two miles long and within the c-ouflnes of 
AA’indsor Dark. As a matter of fact, the course is 
crown property, and to a certain extent under the 
care of the Master of His Majesty’s Buckhounds. 
The Ascot course is generally considered to lie the 
best ill England, one great advantage being that 
practically the whole of the racing can bo seen from 
the stands. 

Tlie race for the St. Leger. which takes place 
on the Doncaster course, has rightly been dcsorlhod 
as the “Derh.v of the north,’’ for It Is witnessed 
every year by something like .3O.fK>0 i>eople. jnostly 
Yorkshircmcn. The race Is of th(‘ same value as 
the Ilerliy. viz.. $;{2,.50o. As a njatter of fact, (he 
Doncaster meetings are “run” by Hie town cor|mra- 
tion. aud the (xmrse relieves the rate-payers to the 
extent of about .$00,000 each year, a large portion 
of the profits of the races lieing devoted to the reduc- 
tion of the rates. 

The El>or Handicap, whicli takes place on the A’ork 
course, is also an event which draws thousands of 
excursionists: the race for the Gimcraek Stakes — 
founded in liouor of Gimcraek, a famous grey liorse 
foaled in 1700. whieh won raees when he was" eleven 
years <ild — being, almost eiinaily popular.
